L o n d o n , September 3—The excursion 
steamer, Princess Alice, returning from 
Gravesend, this evening, with about eight 
hundred passengers, was run down off 
Barking about 9 o’clock by a screw steam­ 
er. It is reported that between four hun­ 
dred and five hundred persorsjwere drown* 
ed. 
The (Princess Alice was struck amid­ 
ships aud sunk almost immediately. 
The number of persons drowned is vari­ 
ously estimated at from 5001 to 550. The 
nigher estimate is the latest, and is given 
by the L indon Steamboat Company, own­ 
ers of the Princess Alice. The company’s 
wharf Is besieged by crowds ol people 
anxious to hear ot relatives and lrieuds, 
who were passengers nu the i.l-fated boat 
The drowned include an extraordinary 
proportion ot women and children. 
Sev­ 
eral survivors speak ut bavin * hist as many 
as three, five and six chi dren. 
They describe the water as covered with 
hundreds of shrieking pet'pie. 
The cap­ 
tain and nearly all the crew ot the Princess 
Alice were drowned. They bad no time 
to lower the boats, and there but few buoys 
on the steamer. 
All the police ot Woolwich town aud ar­ 
senal were engaged lost night labeling the 
corpse?, chiefly woman and children, which 
completely fill the board room at the 
steamship companies’office at Woolwich. 
A passenger who scrambled on board 
the Biwcll Castle, says she threw ropes to 
people struggling in the water. 
The number lost is still uncertain. Com - 
psrisons ot various acc mots seem to show 
about 550. 
The Princess Alice was a paddle-wheel 
steamer, with raised saloon. Her gross 
tonnage was 251, and that of Bl well Castle 
1,376.
